Dorothy Jeffery being present acted as secretary.

The Mayor stated the meeting was a regularly called meeting and that notice of the
time, place, and agenda of the meeting had been posted at the principal office of
the governing body and had been provided the Millard County Chronicle and to each
member of the governing body by mailing copies of the Notice and Agenda two (2)

days before to each of them.

Minutes of a regular meeting held Monday January 28, 1980, were read and approved
upon a motion by Councilman Bird, seconded by Councilman Callister and received
the unanimous affirmative vote of all councilmen present.

Mayor Roper stated the first item on the agenda was Mr. Ron Theobald of the Utah

State Aeronautics; Mr. Theobald explained the purpose of his attendance at council
meeting was to discuss any future plans the council had for the airport and funds that
may be availablc to assist the city with their plans. Items discussed were Jet Fuel,
resurfacing the runways, additional tie downs, a new well, and funds for professional

services assisting with planning.

Mr. Theobald then presented a film on possible
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ways to improve and use the airport to best benefit Delta.

Mayor Roper thanked Mr. Theobald for his attendance at council meeting and for the
information he had presented.

Mayor Roper told council he had met with Bob and Jim Pendray Saturday and given them
a copy of the proposed subdivision ordinances. They are going to meet with the
Planning/Zoning Commission Wednesday to present their preliminary plat to them for
approval.

Superintendent Forster displayed plans of Pendray's subdivision, explaining to
council the workings of the 1lift station and the thoughts on the project for
the future. A general discussion followed Mr. Forster's remarks on capital
improvements and the time frame involved.

Jack Grayson explained plans and displayed drawings of his theatres and office
building at 295 West Main Street. Mr. Grayson said he did not own enough
property for the off-street parking required by Zoning Ordinance #5-200; however,
he had inquired about using the bank's and De. Stevens' parking lots after hours
for the theatres, but did not have a firm commitment from the owners. After a
general discussion, it was the opinion of the council to table the matter until

a later date thus allowing time for Mr. Grayson to get some commitment on parking
space.

Mayor Roper told council Pendrays have once again requested they be allowed to
purchase 4th North Street from the city and have agreed to make the street just
south of 4th North a 60-foot wide street in their proposed subdivision to replace
4th North.

After a general discussion, Councilman Losee made a motion to close 4th North Street
and sell the property to Pendray's. Motion died for lack of a second. After further

Attorney Thorpe Waddingham gave a detailed report on the activities of the
Legislation for the past few weeks and the effect some of the decisions made would
have on Delta City and Millard County.

Mayor Roper told council that a decision would probably be made in the County
Commissioners Meeting Tuesday, February 5, on making Millard County a 'Rural"

or "Urban" county with one or ten acre lots. Mayor asked council their feelings

on the lots for the county. After some discussion, it was the opinion of the council
that ten acre lots in the county would be in the best interest of the majority

of the Millard County Residents. Council agreed to write a letter to the County
Commissioners informing them of the Delta City Council's approval of the Rural
